KT WASHINGTON 


The Snowstorm Has Isolated 
the Capital. 


DRIFTS EIGHT FEET HIGH. 


OLEAR SKIES AND MILDER 
WEATHER CAME TO-DAY. 


Scores of Persons, Bewildered by the 
Blizzard, Were Found Almost 
Perishing in Banks of Snow 
Piled in the Streets. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The = storm 
swept past Washingtton about midnight 
last night and this morning the sun shone 
bright froma clear blue sky or‘a city buried 
approximately three feet deep in snow. 
The gale of wind-driven snow traveled 
north-northeastward during yesterday, 
leaving its heavy mantle of snow and its 
tales of hardships and suffering behind it 
in the South. To-~<lay it is supposed that 
New York and New England will exper- 
ience eomething of the severe weather pre- 
valling here yesterday. 

Washington is cut off from railroad com- 
munication with the outside world this 
forenoon but now the storm has ceased the 
companies have started to open up their 
lines and belated trains probabiy will] begin 
arriving during the afternoon. 

When householders awakened thts morn- 
ing they found themselves banked in by 
hoge snow drifts, but finding the skies 
serene they started to work with energy 
to cleara way out and by noon travel afoot 
and in carriages was practicable though 
difficult. A single cable line running to the 


‘eastern end of the city was the only one 
2m operation, the underground electric and 
horse ines being absolutely blocked by the 
nse, of snow filling conduits and tracks. 
n platés the drifts were eight feet high. 


The official Weather Bureau records show 
that from Washington eouth the weather 
conditions were unprecedented in the his- 
tory of the service. 

They show that since Sunday, Feb. 5, 
% inches of snow have fallen in Washing- 
ton and of this, 14 inches fell between Sun- 
day night and last night. There are no 
records In Washington at ali to be com- 
pared with this, the snowfall being almost 
twice that of any ever before known in 
this city. The temperature here yesterday 
Was not as severe as it had been several 
daye during the previous week. The lowest 
point registered by the thermometer yester- 
day was 6 degrees above zero, early in the 
morning. To-day it was milder. the ther- 
mometers in the streets registering 16 de- 
grees above at 10 o'clock this morning. 

Many persons became bewildered and ex- 
hausted during the blizzard yesterday even- 
ing and night, and fell into snowdrifts.

It is 
thought likely that a number of cases of 
death resulting directly or indirectly from 
the storm, will be reported in the city and 
vicinity before the week is out.

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—The city finds 
itself unable to bury’ its unclaimed dend. 
This is in a great measure due to the ice- 
bound condition of. the East River, whieh 
has made it impossible for several days for 
the steamers of the Charities Department 
to make their accustomed trips to the city 
cemetery on Hart’s Isiand. No burials 
have taken place sincé last Tuesday, when 
the coffin-laden steamer made its last trip 
to Potter’s field. On Friday about # bodies 
were placed on board the steamer Thomas 
S. Brennan, and Capt. McCarthy made an 
attempt to land them at Hart’s [sland. He 
succeeded in getting as far as Whitestone, 
where his further progress was stopped 
by pack ice, and he found it necessary to 
return to the pier at the foot of East Twen- 
ty-sixth st., where the bodies were un- 
loaded and returned to the Morgue. An- 
other attempt was made to reach the island 
on the following day, but again the steam- 
er was forced to turn back and land her 
dismal freight. On this occasion she only 
succeeded in making headway against the 
ice fields as far as Blackwell's Island, 
where further progress was found to be 
impossible. Since then the Brennan has re- 
mained tied up to her pier waiting for a 
change in the weather. 

There were in the Morgue on Sunday 58 
bodies awaiting bur'‘al, and this number 
was raised on Monday to &2, of which 46 
were aduits and the remainder children. 
Fortunately the capacity of the recently 
finished Morgue is much greater than. that 
of the old structure, and there is still room 
for a few more bodies in the ice-chests, 
while, if the present severe weather con- 
tinues. any number of bodies may be kept 
without artificial means of preservation. 
Most of the cells for the preservation of 
adult bodies are now occupied. The bodies 
of children are kept in a general compart- 
ment, and there ts still room for many 
more. Every day, however, adds a score 
more to the number of bodies for which 
provision has to be made, and even if the 
ice blockade should be suddenly raised, it 
is a question when the grave-diggers ‘n 
Potter's fild will be able to excavate rest- 
ing places for such an enormous number of 
bodies. 

The authorities at Woodlawn Cemetery 
sent out an urgent recommendation to all 
persons who had applied for burial that 
they permit bodies to remain for the pres- 
ent in the receiving vault of he cemetery, 
as it was almost impossibl@?to make ar- 
rangements for the opening 6f graves.

No Trains Running, Coal Scarce and 
Food Prices Going Up.

NEW YORK, Feb. l4.—Every through 
train out of the city has ‘been abandoned. 
Not one has come in or departed since 
about noon yesterday. A few suburban 


‘trains are limping along, each on its own

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—All through the 
South records of cold weather were broken. 

At Jacksonville, Fla., the thermometer 
registered 10 degrees above zero, which was 
four degrees lower than ever before. 

New Orleans registered 6 degrees above, 
breaking all records by 9 degrees. 

At Vicksburg a temperature of 1 degree 
below exceeded all previous records by 4 
degrees. 

The wind was blowing at a high 
in most places in the South. 

Dispatches from Jacksonville and other 
points in Florida say the damage inflicted 
will be worse in its consequences than was 
the famous freeze of 1894-95. 

At Jacksonville snow covered the streets 
about two inches, having fallen while the 
northwest gale continued. Water mains 
froze and big heavy icicles hung from every 
roof. 

Everything in that section of a tender na- 
ture in tree or plant was killed. It is 
feared that the immense pineapple inter- 
ests on the east coast will suffer greatly, 
while there is no doubt that the orange 
section has been invaded by the cold wave 
and great damage caused.

CANNOT PAY HIS DEBTS. 


HIS FACTORY WAS INSIDE THE 
STATE PENITENTIARY. 


Labor Organizations Have Warred 
Against It for Years—List of 
His Creditors Here and 
at Jefferson City. 


Fred Priesmeyer, President of the Stand- 
ard Shoe Co., at Jefferson City, Mo., has 
acknowledged himself a bankrupt in the 
United States District Court. 

The petition was filed Tuesday. It places 
the total amount of his liabilities at $20,325. 

The Standard Shoe Co. employs inmates 
of the State Penitentiary, commonly called 
“convict labor,’”’ in the manufacture of 


shoes. The concern pays the wages earned 
to the State. It has been fought by labor 
organizations for years. Invariably at the 
legislative sessions bills have been intro- 
duced to abolish what the union trade men 
term a “pernicious system, tending to shut 
out honest labor.’’ 

For some reason prohibitive measure has 
failed of passage. Defeat served to make 
the labor organizations more active, 
gressive and bitter than ever against 
corporation, 

The various union bodies throughout 
State” combined their oppisition and a de- 
termined and prolonged warfare against the 
Standard Shoe Co. was the result. That

LIVED AND DIED 
AS A HERMIT 


In the Midst of a Densely 
Populated Section. 


ECCENTRIC JOHN WITZMAN. 


OCCUPIED THE SAME ROOM SIX- 
TEEN YEARS. 


No One but Himseif Ever Crossed Its 
Threshhold—He Was 2 Hunch- 
Lack, Had Money and 
Never Worked. 


The inquest over the body of John Witz- 
main. who died in his room at 1010 Collins 
st. last Friday, revealed, in a measure, how 
strangely this man lived. Though residing 
16 years in the midst of a densely populated 
district @he wes as much of a hermit as 
though he lived in a cave in the mountain 
fastnesses. 

Now that he ia dead, and Deputy Soroner 
Dreschsler has investigated the old man's 
life as much as he did into his death, the 
mystery is as deep as ever. 

Witzgman was a striking character. He 
was old, withered and bent. His hair was 
long, straggling and white. His beard, gray 
and unkempt. H's eyes, in life, were small, 
black and piercing and part.ally concealed 
under a shaggy growth of eyebrows. He 
was below the medium itn height and 
seemed shorter because of a deformityhe 
was a hunchback. His dress was always 
the same. His clothes were originally black, 
but they were so worn, greasy and patched 
that it would have been difficult to pick 
;out anvewf the’ origina! material. His hat, 
a broad-brimmed white felt, hung limp from 
his head and conceaied more or less of his 
features. He invariably carried a heavy 
hickory stick with a crooked handle, and 
age and rheumatism had so told upon him 
that it was difficult for him to move about 
during the latter vears of his life. 

Though for 16 years he had been a roomer 
in Mrs. Annie Krauss, home, 1010 Collins 
st.. she knew little more of him than if 
he had only taken up his residence there 
a week ago. It was nearly a score of years 
ago when a little, hump-baecked old man 
applied to Mrs. Krauss for a room. He had 
money and said he would pay promptly. 
He wanted just one room, would board him- 
self. and and would care for bis own room. 
He insisted on having a secure lock placed 
on the door and wanted the only key to 
the lock. : 

He was always quiet and if he ever did 
a day’s work during his 16 years’ residence 
there-Mrs. Krauss knows nothing of it. 
He furnished his room himself, and from 
the day he rented it, 16 years ago, no one 
save himself crossed the threshold until 
after he died. 

At times the old man would not be able 
to leave his room for weeks. Mre. Krauss 
often volunteered to do little things that 
would inure to his comfort, but he always 
firmly refused her proffers and would not 
even allow her to glance in. No postman 
ever called with any mail for the myste- 
rious roomer, and not five cents’ worth of 
repairs was put on the room during the 
16 years he occupied it. 

Witzman always had money. He always 
paid his rent when it was due. But he 
never paid Mrs. Krauss under the roof 
}He would wait until he saw her leave the 
house. Then he would get out and walk 
around until shee was returning. Then he 


score, never. taking a receipt. Mrs. Krauss 
often tried to avoid him, 80 as to see 
whether he*would not pay in the house, but 
ae) managed to pay without violating his 
rule. 

Six years ago he met Mrs. Krauss on the 
street one day and stopped her to pay his 
rent as usual. He paid her a month's rent 
iin advance. He told her he was going 
j|away for a while and he said he did not 
| want his room disturbed in his absence. 
He locked the door carefully, hung some 
rags over the windows and disappeared 

In a month he returned. He said not one 
word about where he had been. He took 
up his life of a hermit and never varied it. 

Witzman’s room was on the second floor. 
He carried bundles of paper and pleces af 
wood into the room, and though none of 
these were of any va!lge, it gave to the 
dingy, dirty old room, when the coroner 
examined it, the appearance of a junk 
shop. 

Among all of the papers and furniture 
there was only one piece of paper that told 
anything, and that was not much. It was 
merely a tax receipt for a small plece of 
property in St. Anthony, Minn. he re- 
ceipt was dated 1862. 

Mrs. Krauss told the coroner that she 
thought her strange roomer must have had 
some means and that he must have had a 
deposit in some bank. For he always had 
money and he never workel. When his 
last illness come on him his hermit’s in- 
stinct did not depart and he died as he 
lived—alone and uncared for.

MANILA, Feb. 14.—Illoilo is ours. A 
sharp, well-directed fire from the guns of 
two of Dewey’s warships drove the Fil- 
ipinos out. Under cover of the ships’ guns 
Gen. Miller landed a. part of his troops, 
who took possession of the city. 

On the morning of Friday, Feb. 10, Geu. 
Miller sent an ultimatum to the comman- 
der the rebels on shore, notifying him 
that it was his intention to take Iloilo, by 
force if necessary. 

Non-combatants and foreigners were 
warned to leave the town within 24 hours. 
The rebels were also warned that they 
must make no further belligerent prepara- 
tions. 

The gunboat Petrel was then moved to 
a position close in shore and near the 
rebel fort, while the cruiser Boston took . 
her station at the other end of the town, 

Friday passed quietly. During the day 
many refugees left the towr: of lloilo. The 
majority of them were taken on board for- 
eign ships lying in the harbor. erga” 
lights from the United States war Pept all 
night long illuminating the town and its 
defenses. The rebels, so far as the 1look- 
outs on the ships could discover, remained 
throughout the night. 

At 3 o'clock on the morning of Saturday, 
Feb. 11, the gunboat Petre! signaled to the 
cruiser Boston that the rebels were working 
in their trenches, In return the Petrel was 
ordered to fire warning shots upon the town 
from her three pounders. .This was done 
and the rebels replied with a harmless 
fusillade. The Boston and Petrel then 
bombarded the rebels’ trenches, completely

Soon afté the bom- 
bardment began flames broke out simul- 
taneously in various parte of the town. 
The-eupon 48 marines, acting as infantry 
and artillery, were landed from the cruiser 
company was sent ashore 
from the gunboat Vetre! These detach- 
ments marched straight into the town of 
liviio, and, hoisting the etars and 
over the fort, took possession of the place 
in the name of the United States. 

capture ef the town and tts de- 
fenses having been accomplished, the ma- 
rines and soldiers who hal! been eent ashore 
proceeded to the task of saving the Ameri- 
can, English and German Consulates from 
destruction by the fire which was raging 
among the frail and inflammable buildings 
of the town.

Gen. Miller's force had complete control 
of the situation when the gunboat Petrel 
sailed from Iloilo for Mantla. The Sixth 
United States Artillery Regiment occupied 
a position commanding both the bridges 
leading into the town, and the Tennessee 
volunteers and the Eighteenth United 
States Infantry were occupying the trench- 
es that had been constructed by the rebels.

The Senate Has Passed Me- 
Enery’s Resolution, 


AN AMBIGUOUS MEASURE. 


BUT DECLARES AGAINST PERMA- 
NENT ANNEXATION. 


Ful) Text of the Resolution, the Agree- 
_ment to Pass Which Induced 
Several Senators to Cast 
Votes for the Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14..—By a vote of 26 
ayes to 22 noes, the Senate to-day passed 
the McEnery resolution introduced just 
prior to the vote on ‘the treaty. In some 
degree it declares against the policy of 
permanent acquisition of the Philippines by 
the United States. [t reads as follows: 

“By -the ratification of thestreaty of 
peace with Spain it is-not-intended to in- 
corporate the inhabitants of the Philippine 
Islamis into citizenship of the United 
States, nor is it intended to permanently 
annex said islands as an integra) part of 
the territory of the United States. But it 
is the intention of the United States to es- 
tablish on said islandsa government suitable 
to the wants and conditions of the inhabi- 
tants of said islands, to prepare them for 
local self-government and in due time To 
make such disposition of said islands as will 
best promote the interest of the citizens of 
the United States and the inhabitants of 
sald islands.”’ 

It was the implied agreement to pass the 
MeEnery resolution which induced its au- 
thor and other Senators to vote for the 
treaty. : 

The Senate began at 11 o’clock with nine 
Senators present. The Fe ngrewe was ab- 
sent. Mr. Stewart of Ne®ada took the floor 
in opposition to the McEnery resolution and 
in favor of retaining the Philippines. Lind- 
say (Ky.) and Bacon (Ga.) also opposed the 
McEnery resolution, 

Mr. Mason said that he voted for the 
treaty with the understanding that there 
should be no further war in the Philippines. 

At 2:55 a vote was taken by the Senate 
on the Bacon amendment to the MeEnery 
resolution. The Bacon amendment read: 

“That the United States heretty disclaim 
any disposition or intention to exercise per- 
manent sovereignty jurisdiction or control 
over said tsland, and assert their deter- 
mination when a stable and independent 
government shall have been created there 
entitled in the judgment of the Unite 
States to recognition as such, to transfer 
io said government upon ternts which shall 
be Pg toage « and just, all rights secured 
under the séssion by Spain, and to there- 
upon leave the government and control of 
the islands to their people.’”’

AS LOW AS POSSIBLE. 


EXPECT TO 


Another Idea Is to Put a Tax on All 
Beer Sold, the Revenue So De- 
rived to Be Used in Aid 
of the Exposition.

JEEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 14.—If 
the plans of certain Senators work out as 
intended there will be plenty of money for 
the aid of the Louisiana Purchase Centen- 
nia] World’s Exposition in the treasury two 
years from now. 

Heretofore it has been the custom of 
Legislatures to divide the estimate of rev- 
enue for the ensuing two years among the 
various State departments and institutions. 
It was not thought necessary to save any- 
thing. and the whole revenue: was appro- 


priated, This has been pecullarly the pol- 
cy of the Senate, which has never pruned 
appropriations. Appropniation bills origin- 
ate in the House, which usually makes 
great show of economy. When they reach 
the Senate they are raised to the highest 
point possible with the revenue available. 
This year the programme is to reverse 
this procedure. The appropriation bills are 
to be scanned closely by the Senate and 
cut wherever possible. Every »wrt. ac- 
cording to Democratic Senatois, wiil be 
made to leave as large a balance in the 
treasury as possible two years hence. The 
specific purpose of this is to provide the 
next Legislature with funds to be ue6ed in 
aid of the World's Fair project. 

That an enormous saving can be accom- 
plished by this method is not doubted. The 
total revenue of the State from Jan. 1, 1897 
to Jan. 1, 1899 was $8,300,406.96. This will of 
course be increased during the coming two 
vears, probably by a million or more. Sena- 
tors who have studied the matter are con- 
fident that two or more millions may be 
saved by careful pruning of the appropria- 
tions. This sum would bea very nice nest- 
egg to turn to the credit of the Fair two 
years hence, 

Of course it is understood that no money 
can be appropriated by the Legislature for 
private purposes, and all appropriations for 
the World’s Fair will have to be for the 
purpose of installing as a part of the Fair 
various State exhibits and the buildings 
for their accommodation. 


This is not the only method in contempla- 
tion for the benefit of the fair. 


Itis not unlikely that a bill will be passed 
placing a tax on beer. For this purpose, 
the Ryder bill, now before the House, may 
be amanded so as to make it apply to @)il 
beer sold by wholesale or reta‘l in the 
State. and to turn the tax into the general 
revenue, instead of limiting its use to road 
purposes. 

The Senators are chary of beer bills, and 
none of them is willing to introduce one 
because of the bad odor ‘caused in the past 
by failures to pass them. For th'‘s reason 
the Ryder bill will probably be taken up 
and amended when it reaches the Senate. 
Speaking on this question, a Senator said: 
“IT am in favor of a tax of 1 or 2 cents 
on every gallon of beer sold in the State. 
I would put the tax on the beer sold, in- 
stead of on the beer manufactured, in or- 
der to put the burden on the foreign as 
well as the domestic manufacturers. 
would tax the beer as it is sold by the 
wholesaler and as it is sold by the retailer, 
and I would give to the State Auditor the 
power to levy the tax. I would make the 
tax payable into the general revenue, so 
that it could be used two years hence in 
aid of the World’s Fair. An enormous 
amount of revenue could be raised by such 
a tax, and beer is a subject of taxation 
that can easily bear the extra burden.” 
So it will be secn that there are many 
ways by which the State may put by a tidy 
sum for the World’s Fair, if the members 
of this Legislature and the succeeding one 
choose to adopt them.

Bil! to Abolish Tights From the Bill- 


boards Introduced in the Senate.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb, 14.—Sena- 
tor Ramp introduced by request in the Sen- 
ate to-day a bill to prohibit the posting of 
semi-nude female forms of actresses or per- 
formers in public places by posters or pic- 
tures. 

The penalty for violation is a fine of from 
$25 to $200 or imprisonment. 

Senator Wilson's Dil! prohibiting the 
charge of more than 2 per cent a month in- 
terest, and prohibiting the sale or transfer 
of any note or paper bearing usurious in- 
terest without fully informing the purchas- 
er of the character of the paper, were 
passed almost unanimously. These are the 
bills which strike at the money sharks. 
The third bill, which prohibits the sending 
of usurious paper out of this State for col- 
lection was passed over informally, as 
apere is a question as to its constitution- 
ality. 

Senator Lyons’ bill to prohibit the deliv- 
ery of any ‘‘pay check,” draft or warrant 
due for services by an individual, company 
or corporation to any person or persons 
other than the one to whom the employer 
is indebted for these services, was opposed, 
but it was finally passed, 

Senator Drum’s bill to establish an in- 
sane asylum in the southeastern part of the 
State was passed, Dowell, McClentic and 
Miller voting against it. 
Senator Rollins introduced a bill prohitb- 
iting doctors of medicine and _ surgeons 
from advertising, and providing a penalty 
for violation. Rollins says he intends his 
bi to drive out of the profession the army 
Of quacks. 

Section 1. Any doctor of medicine, phy- 
sichin, surgeon or any person representing 
himself to be such, whe shall by himself or 
through any agency whatever, advertise or 
permit to be advertised in any newspaper 
Or periodical, making any claim that he can 
cure any disease; or who shall advertise in 
4ny hewspaper or periodical in this State, 
his business, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and. upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined not less than $100 nor more than 
$1000 or confined in the county jail not less 
thaniten days nor more than six months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 
‘pon conviction a second time shall be 
debarred from further practice of the pro- 
fession of a doctor of medicine, physician 
or surgeon in this State. Provided, how- 
ever, it shall not come under the provision 
of this act for a doctor of medicine phy- 
sician or surgeon to print or cause to be 
printed in any newspaper, periodical or 
Otherwise merely his name, address and 
office hours. 

Section 2. Any person, either doing busi- 
ness for himself or engaged in any firm 
company or corporation for the purpose of 
doing business as a doctor of medicine, 
surgeon or physician; or who shall use any 
lirm, company or corporation name, either 
real or fictitious, or who shall be at any 
office so advertised or represent himself 
to be a doctor of medicine, physician or 
surgeon, shall come under the provisions 
of this act, and it shall be sufficient for the 
State to show, in order to secure a convie- 
tion, that such person or persons were pres- 
ent, abetting, assenting or assisting by their 
presence or otherwise in such malpractice.

Salaries Are Not Changed and the 
Present Registration Plan Is Al- 
terea Only in Dates and 
Minor Provisions.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 14.—Sen- 
ator Drabelle of St. Louis to-day introduced 
the draft of his amendments to the election 
law applying to St. Louis and Kansas City. 
They are quite extensive and if enacted will 
give St. Louis practically a substitute for 
the Filley election law now in force. 

Unlike the authors of the election bill jn- 
troduced in the House by Mr. Burleigh of 
St. Louis, Senator Drabelle has resisted the 
partisan temptation to bar the Republicans 
from any participation in the control of 
elections. He leaves the board of commis- 
sioners as at present constituted, that Is, 
two to be appointed by the Governor and 
one of the opposite political party to be 
appointed by the Mayor. 

But the Republican member !s made 
pretty much a figure-head, since the Sen- 
ator has taken from him the power to ap- 
point any of the clerks or assistants to the 
beard, and he is in the minority on all 
questions of policy and procedure. The ap- 
pointment of clerks and other employes in 
the office of the board ig put entirely into 
the control of the two Democratic Com- 


missioners, and the Republican Commis- 
sioner is not allowed even a chief clerk, as 
he is under the present law. The amend- 
ments provide for only one chief deputy 
commissioner or clerk at a salary of $2000 
a year. The salaries of the Commissioners 
are not changed. 

The amendments provide for a general 
registration at the office of the board dur- 
ing September of each year, between 8 in 
the morning and 9 at night. The provisions 
regarding precinct registration, contained 
in the present law, are not changed, but an 
amendment provides that the general regis- 
tration during September shall be revised 
ied Te ae eg we an the same manner 
as recinct re treat . 
ee = the aieotion. Pe, ween 

Another amendment to the prese? aw 
provides that the judges and torte pe Be wr 
tion shall be appointed by the Commis- 
sioners and the appointments shall not be 
subject to review by the Circuit Court ex- 
cept in cases where appointments are ob- 
jected to by one or more legally qualified 
voters. Senator Drabelle contends that it 
is useless to burden the Circuit Court with 
a réview of all the appointments, and that 
it should have the final word upon only 
those appointments against which objec- 
tions are made. 

Another amendment abolishes the require- 
ment which provides that canvassers shall 
make a list of unregistered voters. Sena- 
tor Drabelle says there was never any use 
in this’ provision and that its abolishment 
saves much «expense in elections. 

Another amendment raises the compensa- 
tion of judges and clerks of election to $4. 

Burleigh’s House bill, a voluminous docu- 
ment, has not yet been printed. It stands 
hess chance of passage than does the bill 
of Senator Drabelle, because it is more 
partisan in many of its most important 
provisions, 

Both bills will probably be bitterly op- 
posed by Kansas City members.

He Would Divide Resources 
of State and Counties. 


EACH TO MAKE ITS OWN RATE. 


STATE’S REVENUE TO COME FROM 
THE CORPORATIONS. 


Supreme Judge Believes That the Set- 
ting Aside of Real Estate and 
Pe:sonal Property for Coun- 
ty Support Would Solve 
Many Problems. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 14.—Su- 
preme Judge William C, Marshall has a 
plan for revising the tax system of this 
State which is novel and commends itself 
to all who have heard it.. 

Of course there can be no general re- 
vision of the tax system without a consti- 
tutional convention, a thing much to be 
desired in the opinion of many public men 


of the State—in and out of the Legislature. 

Judge Marshall's plan contemplates a di- 
vision of the subjects of taxation between 
the State as a whole and the counties as 
separate municipalities, in such a manner 
as to render them wholly independent of 
each other. 

He would give to the State, for State pur- 
poses exclusively, all) revenue to be derived 
from corporate wealth and franchises. 

To the counties he would give exclusively 
the revenue to be divided from all real 
estate and personal property, except cor- 
poration property, and all license taxes, in- 
cluding the revenue from the sale of 
liquor. He would make each county inde- 
pendent of all the others, allowing it to fix 
its own rate of taxation and requiring it 
to meet its own expenses with its own 
revenue. In other words, each county 
would have to depend absolutely upon itself 
for its current expenses, including criminal 
costs; while the State would have to de- 
pend for itg support upon the revenue to 
be derived from the subjects of taxation 
assigned to it and could expect no aid 
from the counties. 

One of the most difficult problems which 
the State has to confront under the pres- 
ent system of taxation is the almost utter 
impossibility of attaining and maintaining 
an equality of taxation among the coun- 
ties. The assesement of county property Is 
left to local assessors, who fix the assess- 
ment as low as possible. In the case of 
rich, progressive counties, the assessment 
is usually sufficient to meet all loca] needs 
and to turn a considerable balance into the 
general revenue. But in the case of other 
counties not so prosperous or progressive. 
the amount of revenue turned into the 
State treasury is less than the amount 
drawn out. Trus the progressive, prosper- 
ous counties are burdened with the sup- 
port of their less progressive and prosper- 
ous neighbors. 

The unfairness of this system is a fruit- 
ful source of trouble and the revenue from 
the entire State is hardly sufficient to 
meet the annual] expenditures. 

Under Judge Marshall’s plan the amount 
of revenue needed by the State for its ex- 
clusive purposes would be easily obtain- 
able, without any hindrance by county as- 
sessors, and the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion would have nothing to do with the 
assessment of private.property. 

On the other hand the officials of each 
county, knowing their county's needs, 
would know how high the assessment 
should ‘be fixed to produce the required 
amount of revenue, ™~-=s» 

Judge Marshall believes that by this sys- 
tem of purely local self-taxation, the coun- 
ties that are now unprogressive and lack- 
ing in prosperity would be compelled to 
meet their own needs in a proper manner, 
by the example of their more progressive 
neighbors, and that eventually all the coun- 
ties would reach a basis where they would 
have no trouble raising all the revenue 
necessary, without undue burden to thei 
property owners.

News from Manila indicates that Major-General Otis has 
made himself master of the situation on land as completely 
as Dewey made himself master of the situation on the sea 
by his famous Victory. He has broken up Aguinaldo’s forces 
and driven thera from every stronghold in the neighborhood 
of Manila. There is a fair expectation that very soon Malolos, 
the capital of the Aguinaldo Government, will fall, and 
Americar. sovereignty will be established over the whole of 
the Island of Luzon. 

General Otis undertook the enlarged duties and responsi- 
bilities placed upon him by the’ratification of the treaty with 
skill and vigor. He promptly turned defensive resistance to 
the attack of the Filipinos into a brilliant ageressive cam- 
paign. The results of that campaign have greatly simplified 
the task of establishing the sovereignty of the United States 
and of restoring order. The calcitrant Filipinos have been 
taught a lesson they will not soon forget. 

It was fortunate that the ratifieation of the treaty found 
the American forces in such excellent position to carry out 
its intent. The decisive work of the army and navy removed 
all doubt in the Filipino mind as to either the power or the

Illinois Educational Commission Bill, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Referring to your editorial in the Sunday 
Post-Disratch on “Trust Education,” f° 
wish to thank you for the stand you have 
taken against the granting of degrees by 
institutions which, although called colleges, 
are not colleges in reality. 

The Rogers bill now before the TIillinols 


QOesisiature, primarily establishes an edu 
cational commission for the State of Illi- 
nois. This commission is to prescribe and 
make known to the several institutions in 
the State the requirements and standard 
for the granting of degrees and literary 
honore. Jt has no power to subvert any 
college of other educational institution. It 
can, however, prevent the college from 
granting degrees unless this college reaches 
a certain standard in its instruction. It 
does not interfere further than this with 
any institution now existing in the State. 
It prescribes that no university or college 
hereafter incorporated, whose productive 
endowment amounts to less than $100,000 
shall be permitted to grant degrees or lit- 
erary honors. 

The editorial hints that Chicago Univer- 
sity is at the bottom of this movement. 
As a matter of fact, the originator of the 
movement !s President Henry Wade Rogers 
of Northwestern University, an institution 
entirely distinct from Chicago Untversit 
and having~in common with it in this mat. 
ter only a desire to make college diplomas 
have a real meaning. 

It would be a great benefit to tha State 
of Missouri if we could in this State have 
a law similar to the one now proposed for 
Iillino's. At present any three persons, 
whether they are educated or not; whethér 
they have any money or not, who can perf- 
suade a judge of the Circult Court to grant 
them incorporation as a university or col- 
lege can grant degrees to any person 
whether this pereon has or has not any 
knowledge of any subject. Missouri has 
institutions called universities and colleges, 
The existence under these names of many 
of the weaker institutions is unfair to ine 
stitutions calling themselves schools and 
to the other institutions which are really do- 
ing college work. We need some supervising 
author.ty in our educational system. I wigeh 
we could establish an Educational Com- 
mission. , $.

He is a clerk ina wholesale house, He 
has been in the city almost a year and 
came from a little town in Arkansas. Part 
of his salary is sent home to his father, 
He dresses well, but otherwise has few ex- 
penses. A month ago he was “even” with 
the world. Now he says he is in debt and 
has Jost neariy everyth.ng he possessed. 

Saturday night four weeks ago he 
went out to a dance. He locked his room 
door and took with him the few dollars 
which he had saved. Sunday morning he 
returned and went to bed. ‘When he arose 
to dress he could find none of his clothing, 
except the dress suit which he had been 
wearing. He searched his trunks, his 
closets and his bureau drawers in van. 
Two pairs of new trousers, three suits, 
several vests, a scarf box and all his linen 
were missing. His opera glasses had been 
taken and a small French harp, belonging 
to a friend, had not been forgotten. 

He ate breakfast that day in his dress 
suit and told the other roomers of his 
sorrows. Then other roomers told him 
they had lost watches and money. 

Monday morning he had to go to work 
in another's clothes. His employes ad- 
vanced him money to replace his losses. 
He bought such garments’ as were abso- 
lutely necessary, ‘but he fell into debt for 
them and in paying back the borrowed 
money became indebted for room rent and 
meals. To save up enough money to pay 
his creditors, he says he went without his 
mid-day meal. 
The detectives, to whom he had com- 
plained, located some of the clothing at @ 
pawn shop. He was not allowed to get 
back ‘his own goods until he had. paid the 
pawnbroker the purchase price for them. 
He did not understand the justice of this, 
but the officers told him that it was the 
custom, and if he wanted the clothes he 
had better pay what was asked. He did 
so because the garments were needed, but 
his debts were again increascd. 

Last Thursday he would have finished 
paying his baégrd bill and would have set- 
tled the debt for the new suit. In the 
afternoon, while he was working, thieves 
again*entered his room: They stole the new 
suit and the suit that he had recovered 
from the pawnbroker. They took his dress 
suit and all the odd pieces of clothing they 
eould jay their hands on. His room- 
mate, Robert Carrol, had a silk muffler 
which his sweetheart had given him, and 
which the burglars also took. Carrol had 
also one good suit in whichhe was going 
to visit some relatives whom he had traced 
up in the West End. The intruders took 
that suit and now Carroll can’t visit the 
relatives or take supper with them as he 
had hoped to. 

When the clerk came back to his room he 
found that even the goods he thad yet paid 
for had been taken. He was plunged deep- 
er in debt than ever. He had to buy un- 
derwear, a hat, and geocks and shirts. He 
has now one business suit, and receives 
his friends in a bathrobe. 

The police coulkd not help him out this 
time beyond advising him to move. 

He declares that he doesn’t know when 
he will get out of debt, and he has no hope 
of recovering his lost goods. 

“The reason is plain enough,” he said 
Tuesday. “I’ve been here a year. and I’ve 
seen one policeman in this neighborhood.”’

ARCHIBALD CAMPBELL DEAD. 


He Was One of the Founders of West 
Virginia and a Great Politician. 
Arohibald Campbell, aged 66 years, died 
of apoplexy Monday at the home of his 
sister, Mrs. W. C. Dawson of Webster 
Groves.

They will be accompanied by his 
sister, with whom he lived during the last 
four years of his life; his daughter, Mrs.

Richard C. Campbell of Denver. 

history of Mr. Campbell's life would be 
a partial history of West Virginia, for it 
was he who conceived the idea of founding 
that State by dividing. Virginia into two 
States. He was one of its foremost poli- 
ticians and his support was sought by men 
aspiring to office, 

IKducated for the law, he never practiced 
his profession. As soon as he left college, 
he went into journalism and politics and 
from that time was a power in his adopted 
State. He was a member of the convention 
that nominated Abraham Lincoln for the 
Presidency and was postmaster of Wheel- 
ing during Lincoln’s administration. Four 
vears ago, he wearied of active life and 
came to St. Louis to live with his sister. 

Mr. Campbell was born in Ohio. His 
father was a brother of Alexander Camp- 
bell, the noted theologian, who founded a 
religious denomination.
